Wood Supply for Railroads, Farm­ 


ers and All Other Industries— Its 


Exhaustion Wpuld Be Calamity. 


Washington,Jan. 6. -President Rouse 
velt was the principal speaker at a 
special session of the American Forest 
congress at the National theater. 
Secretary 
Wilson, 
in 
present inf.’ 
President Roosevelt, who was the firs 
speaker, made 110 address, simply m 
troducing Mr Roosevelt as the presl 
dent of the I'niteii States. 
After ih« 
applause had subsided the president 
spoke in part as follows: 
Producers, manufacturers and great 
common carriers have long failed to 
realize their true and vital relation to 
the gn at forests, and forests and in 
duatries both suffered from that fail 
ure. 
But the time of indifference has 
gone by. 
The place of the forest in the lift 
of any nation is far too large to 1 
described in the time at my command 
The great industries of agriculture 
transportation, mining, grazing and. 
of course, lumbering, are each one of 
them vitally and immediately depend 
cut upon wood, water or grass from 
the forest. 
Wood is an indispensihlc part of tht 
material structure upon which ch ill 
ration rests, and civilized life makes 
continually greater demands upon th 
forest. 
We use not less wood, but 
more. 
For example, although we con 
sume relatively less wood and rela
